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TRUST CONFIDENT 

OF £60,000 BACKING 
FOR TOWN WALLS 


HOPES are rising 
that the money 
needed to complete 
the repair of the 
Cowbridge Town 
walls will be provid¬ 
ed by the Vale 
Council. 

The Cowbridge 
Charter Trust, which has 
been restoring the walls 
under an agreement with 
the council, has requested 
£60,000 to complete the 
work. 

Chairman Luke Millar 
wrote to the cabinet ask¬ 
ing them to provide the 
funding because part of 
the walls, which are 
owned by the council, has volunteers to do some 
collapsed near the Market of the work and we also 
had an arrangement with 
Parc Prison, under which 
some of their inmates 
were taught hme mortar¬ 
ing skills so that they 
could do the work for us. 

“Unfortunately, the 
mles changed and it was 
decreed that all prisoners 
coming up for release 
must go to an open prison 
first, and the nearest one 


cil had a report done,” he 
said. At that time, the 
work was estimated at 
about £400,000 - so we 
are offering real value for 
money to &e council. 

“These walls are listed 
and they have to be 
repaired. We hope that 
the council will take up 
this opportunity to get the 
work done.” 

The issue was due to 
come before cabinet two 
weeks ago, but was post¬ 
poned. 

“The officers have 
been very supportive and 
we have worked closely 
with their conservation 
staff,” he commented.

The trust has been in 
negotiation with the 
council’s own conserva¬ 
tion staff and local stone¬ 
masons about the work 
that is needed, and have 
had it priced at £60,000. 

“This is substantially 
less than the sum put for¬ 
ward by consultants some 
years ago when the coun¬ 


is at Usk. We have been 
in touch with the prison 
there, but it was too diffi¬ 
cult to arrange to trans¬ 
port the prisoners to 
Cowbridge to do this 
work for us.” 

Mr Millar said it was a 
shame, as the prisoners 
enjoyed the work and 
interacted well with local 
residents and trust mem¬ 
bers.

It 
was a chance to teach 
them a worthwhile skill 
which is in great demand 
at the moment.” 

Mr Millar reported that 
everything was ready to 
go once the money was 
approved. 

“We have already had 
listed building consent to 
carry out this work and 
we have appointed a very 
experienced consultant. 
We also have stonema¬ 


sons we can appoint who 
are approved to do this 
type of work.” 

He said that the work 
needed would finish off 
the walls from the South 
Gate west to the comer 
bastion and then north to 
the back of the Market 
Place Tavern. 

“We want to get this 
work done this summer, 
as we need to stop the 
frost from getting into the 
holes in the walls because 
of the damage it does.” 

The tmst is also 
involved in the project to 
upgrade the grounds at 
Old Hall, and plans to 
upgrade the gardens are 
currently on display in 
the library. 

The grounds are 
owned by the Vale 
Council, although uncer¬ 
tainty exists over the 
future of the health cen¬ 
tre, which is being 
replaced by a new build¬ 
ing elsewhere. 

Luke MiUar said:

VANDALS SET UP BARBECUE

AN artificial cricket pitch, 
laid down through the 
fundraising efforts of par¬ 
ents and friends of the 
Cowbridge Comprehensive 
School, has been damaged 
by vandals. 

The damage was discovered 
on the weekend, when the 
Cowbridge Cricket Club third

set up on the pitch, and that the 
surface had been damaged. 

Neil Thomas, head of sport at 
the school, told The GEM that 
the situation was being assessed, 
and that it was too early to say 
what the repair bill might be. 

He said: “Fortunately, the 
damage is halfway down the 
pitch, and it will not stop games 


going ahead in the immediate 
future. 

“However, it is bound to 
shorten the life of the pitch, and 
lead to a repair bill that could 
have been avoided.” 

A spokesman for Cowbridge 
Cricket Club urged anyone who 
could offer information, or who 
might see a similar incident in 
the future, to contact the police.

WARNING TO LLANTWIT 
AFTER RHOOSE’S LOSS 
OF INDEPENDENT VOICE 

‘Look before you leap into the Vale' 


I HAVE read with inter¬ 
est the recent letters 
concerning Llantwit 
Town Council and its 
potential demise, particu¬ 
larly that of B Davies who 
suggested “perhaps we 
should emulate Rhoose 
and remove one of the 
many tiers of representa¬ 
tion we have to pay for.”

You only have to look at

Surprise, surprise as Rebecca 
celebrates her 100th birthday!

A WOMAN who 
was born in 
Cowbridge 100 
years ago recently 
celebrated with the 
traditional card 
from The Queen - 
and a surprise visit 
from a famous fam- 

'ly- 

Rebecca Jenkins was 
born in Greenfield 
Terrace, Llanblethian, 
one of 13 children, 
although two died quite 
young. Many of her 
brothers and sisters 
have stayed in the area, 
leaving her with many 
ties to the Vale. 

However, when 
Rebecca was just 17, 
she went into service, 
initially in London, but 
later with the Llewellyn 
family in Abergavenny. 


Sir Harry Llewellyn, 
an Olympic gold medal 
showjumper with 
Foxhunter in Helsin ki 
in 1952, was the head 
of the family, and 
Rebecca became nanny 
to his children, includ¬ 
ing his sons, Dai and 
Roddy. 

In fact, on the after¬ 
noon of her birthday, 
there was a surprise vis¬ 
itor for Rebecca - 
Roddy Llewellyn him¬ 
self, together with other 
family members who 
had been nannied by 
her, and some of their 
children. 

It was only two years 
ago that Rebecca moved 
into Heathfields 
Residential Home in 


Bridgend. When she 
retired from nannying, 
she lived once again in 
Llanblethian, staying at 
her home until she was 
98. 

The GEM visited 
Rebecca on the morning 
of her 100th birthday, 
when she was with her 
niece, Ann Clark, and 
her younger brother, 
Bert, who is a mere 91. 

Ann and Bert both 
live in Porthcawl and 
pop in to see Rebecca 
regularly. Ann told the 
GEM: “She was always 
very independent, and 
she is still bright and 
alert in the home.” 

Bert and his family 
lived in Aberthin, and 
he worked in the Post 
Office in Eastgate, 
Cowbridge, for many 
years, before he moved 
to Porthcawl. 

Some years ago, 
when she was still liv¬ 
ing in Llanblethian, 
Rebecca was inter¬ 
viewed by the late Jeff 
Alden of the Cowbridge 
Record Society for one 
of its books {Cowbridge 
and District 
Remembered, 1900 - 
1950). 

In that book, she 
recalled her life as a 
nanny for a series of 
prominent Vale families, 
as well as for the 
Llewellyns. In her time, 
she had been in service 
in Llandough Castle and 
Penllyne Castle. 

Her father Thomas W 
Jenkins, worked in the 
Verlands for the John 
family, and later took a 
post as head groom with 
the Glamorgan Hunt. 

The day before her 
birthday, she had a sur¬ 
prise visit from the 
Mayor of Cowbridge 
with Llanblethian, Coun 
Jon Harris, who told the 
GEM: “She was a well- 
known Cowbridge citi¬ 
zen, so I took a birthday 
card on behalf of the 
people of Cowbridge. 

“Her brother used to 
be the mace bearer with 
the town council.”

Now that it has few jobs for its 
people, it apparently needs hun¬ 
dreds more houses so that it can 
become a sleeper town, for 
Cardiff! It will be the largest 
Travelodge in south Wales! 

When the recession came, it 
seemed as though the danger 
from the property developers was 
lessened but ‘Lo!’ three of them 
amalgamated and, together with 
the council, the docks, which the 
Germans could not defeat, are 
now under attack again. 

It is very subtle: just drop 
dock, from the town’s name 
Barry Dock, and then rename 
those docks The Waterfront - 
much nicer. 


There was a cartoon in a 
national paper last week - one 
feller says to another: “Eve 
stopped hating the estate-agents, I 
now hate the politicians.” 

The reason for my letter is 
simple - the soul of Barry needs 
a home - a museum: a place 
where people can stop and look 
back to the stepping-stones of 
Barry’s history: a place where the 
children of Barry can learn about 
the history of their unique Welsh 
town. 

So far, all efforts to persuade 
the council to insist on having a 
Barry museum have failed. 

Before the recession a lovely 
small building was erected on the 
wharf that was once No 3 coal- 
tip; it was a complete small 
house. 

Representations were made for 
it to be donated to the town as a 
museum but it was removed 
brick-by-brick in 24 hours. 

The people of Barry should 
insist that something be done.

T he accuracy 
of the cost (£21 
billion) for the 
proposed Severn 
mega-barrage, from 
Lavernock to 
Weston, is now a 
side-issue (The GEM 
May 21 May). 

The consultants 
Parsons-Brinckerhoff 
found the costs of elec¬ 
tricity at over 15p per 
unit give the mega-bar¬ 
rage no clear advantage 
over tidal lagoons. 

It’s also much more 
costly than power from 
moderate scale marine 
current and wave power 
devices: £3 billion of the 
cost was for replacing 
lost inter-tidal habitat. 

The key point is that 
schemes generating sim¬ 
ilar amounts of power 
exist and do not lose that 
habitat. Two such 
schemes are the tidal 
reef and the tidal fence, 
both across the estuary 
between Aberthaw and 
Minehead. 

Any schemes that 
damage the conservation 
feature up-estuary from 
Lavernock, losing inter¬ 
tidal habitat, cannot 
meet the legal require¬ 
ment in the Habitats 


Directive to show over¬ 
riding socio-economic 
importance - because 
alternative tidal power 
systems exist that avoid 
such damage. 

Our politicians like 
Alun Cairns (May 21) 
and loan Beilin (May 
14) should be complain¬ 
ing about the govern¬ 
ment short-list of five 
options - that it did not 
rule out the damaging 
ones, and that it wrongly 
framed the choice before 
us. 

It’s not between pro¬ 
tecting birds or generat¬ 
ing tidal power, it’s 
between options that 
avoid damage to the 
estuarial habitat. 

The government was 
wrong not to include the 
non-damaging tidal 
fence and tidal reef 
options; instead, it 
claimed uncertainty in 
costs and put them in an 
intermediate category. 

While it gave them 
some funds for further 
R&D, it’s wasting 
money studying habitat¬ 
damaging options that 
fail the legal test.

The healthy lunchbox 
workshops span the 
generations at schools 


AS part of Adult 
Learners Week in 
the Vale, last week, 
schoolchildren and 
parents learned 
together about 
healthy lunchboxes. 

The Cymru Cooks 
group (which involves 
Healthy Schools, 
Community Focused 
Schools, Clybiau Plant 
Cymru and Community 
Dietician) secured fund¬ 
ing from NIACE to 
deliver intergenerational 
workshops. 

These were held in 
five schools in the Vale 
and each workshop was 
led by Steve Bell, adult 
education tutor. 

All of the workshops 
went well, with 74 tak¬ 
ing part. All participants 
- at no financial cost to 
them - made two dishes 


suitable for a healthy 
lunchbox - a savoury 
dish; a salad using wraps 
instead of pasta; and a 
sweet wrap - which 
involved fruit and a 
small amount of choco¬ 
late spread acting as 
‘glue’. 

On May 11, Ysgol 
Gwaun Y Nant in Barry 
was the first school to 
take part. A little Welsh 
vocaWlary was also 
included informally into 
the session, with Welsh 
flash cards for the fami¬ 
lies to take home and 
use in the kitchen. 

One parent said she 
most enjoyed “Learning 
to cook with my daugh¬ 
ter- which she won’t do 
at home with mer 

The next day, Steve 
Bell was at Wick and 
Marcross Primary 
School, where mums, 
dads and grandparents 


shared this experience 
with their child. 

The workshop then 
went to Evenlode 
Primary School, where 
comments from children 
and adults included: 
“Very good”, “Extremely 
usejul” and “Glad I 
came” - all very positive 
quotes! 

Evenlode School 
found the session partic¬ 
ularly useful as they are 
planning to start up an 
after-school cookery 
club. 

When it was Tenner 
Park Primary School’s 
turn to have the healthy 
lunch box workshop, 
Steve struck a good bal¬ 
ance between engaging 
with both the parents 
and the children, and all 
had lots of fun learning 
together. 

At the Y Bont Eaen 
Primary School’s work¬ 


shop on Eriday, May 15, 
the children t^ing part 
were all from year-4. 

The workshop 
received many positive 
comments. One parent 
said “it was lovely to 
work alongside my little 
boy - we both learned 
something new”. 

All of the adults who 
took part received a free 
information pack, which 
contained healthy 
recipes and information 
on community learning 
courses. 

The children were 
given an inflatable fruit 
carry case, and couldn’t 
wait to blow them up! 

Parents commented 
that this was a great idea 
for carrying fruit to 
school as the fruit would 
not get bruised in the 
children’s school bags.

FLOODING AREAS ARE 
HIGHLIGHTED IN CABINET 


FLOODING. A 
report to the Vale 
Council’s cabinet 
has identified a 
number of locations 
in the Penarth and 
Sully areas that are 
particularly prone 
to flooding. 

These include The 
Esplanade, Penarth and 
Swanbridge Road, 
Conybeare Road and 
South Road, Sully. 

The risk at the 
Esplanade is quoted as 
high, that at South Road 
as medium, while 
Swanbridge is low. 

Eollowing calls for 
action by Couns 
Anthony Ernest and 
Sarah Sharpe, works 
have now been complet¬ 
ed at Conybeare Road, 
where ditches were 
cleared and a blocked 
culvert also cleared, 
allowing water from 
adjacent fields to run off 


safely. 

Coun Ernest pointed 
out that there were 40 
sites in the Vale which 
have been identified as 
potential risks, and a 
substantial amount of 
money will be required 
to meet the cost of all 
the necessary schemes. 

Speed Indicators. 
New style speed 
reduction signs are 
proposed for 
Lavernock Road, 
where there are 
claims that traffic 
speeds are higher 
than usual. 

The flashing signs 
which light up when 
vehicles exceed limits 
have been found to be 
considerably more effec¬ 
tive than existing speed 
cameras often referred 
to as ‘cash cows in the 
media. 

LORRIES. Talks 
have taken place in 


Penarth in an 
attempt to resolve 
issues with the park¬ 
ing of heavy goods 
vehicles near a pop¬ 
ular school. 

Residents in Penarth 
are calling for early 
action to ensure greater 
safety at this busy loca¬ 
tion. 

VILLAGES. Entries 
are now being 
sought for the Best 
Kept Village in the 
Vale, the winner of 
which receives the 
Challenge Cup and a 
valuable cash prize. 

A number of villages 
have already entered, 
and the competition’s 
schools section has 
already attracted an 
entry of 19, up from last 
year. 

Schools in the Penarth 
and Dinas Powys area 
have been worthy win¬ 
ners in recent years. 


Green and food 
waste. Residents of 
lower Penarth and 
Sully have been 
complimented on the 
quality of the green 
and food waste they 
put out on a regular 
basis. 

In a report, waste 
bosses said that the qual¬ 
ity of the collections 
from these rounds is 
absolutelly “first class” 
and that residents are to 
be commended on their 
careful selection and 
bagging up of these 
items. 

The food and garden 
waste are being environ¬ 
mentally treated in the 
rural Vale, and returned 
to the land after the 
recycling process.

‘Cosmeston 
Lakes can kill’ 
police warn 


VALE residents are 
again being warned 
about the dangers 
of swimming in the 
lakes at Cosmeston 
Country Park. 

In Penarth, 

Neighbourhood Acting 
Inspector Steve Trigg 
said: “Every year people 
put themselves at risk of 
drowning when swim¬ 
ming in Cosmeston 
Lakes. Most are 
teenagers. 

“The main risk is the 
cold. It may be a warm 
day, and the water may 
seem chilly on the sur¬ 
face, but just a few 
metres down it will be 
near freezing point. 

“An average adult has 
only a 50/50 chance of 
surviving a 50-metre 
swim in very cold water 
(10 Celsius - 50E) or 
below. That’s not much 
more than the width of a 
soccer pitch. 

“The cold shock 
affects your breathing 
and causes gasping and 


hyperventilation. It is 
involuntary and there is 
nothing you can do to 
stop it. It can lead to 
panic and drowning. 

The cold also makes 
arms and legs numb 
within several minutes. 

“It means you will be 
unable to swim and may 
drown,” he warned.

Another aspect of the 
scam is that cards from a 
company calling them¬ 
selves ‘Parcel Express 
UK’ are posted through 
random front doors 
telling the householder 
that they have missed 
delivery of a parcel. 

It asks the recipient to 
phone a number and pay 
for a customs charge of 
the product by credit or 
debit card, once this is 
done, the parcel fails to 
arrive. 

Again the money is 
not debited from the vic¬ 
tims’ account but the 
details are later used 
fraudulently. 

Parcel Express UK is 
not a legitimate compa¬ 
ny. As a matter of course 
unless you are confident 
of the legitimacy of the 
company contacting you 
then do not provide your 
card or bank details to 
organisations or people 
not known to you. 

If you have placed an 


order in response to one 
of the newspaper adverts 
concerned, or called 
‘Parcel Express UK’, 
you should inform your 
bank immediately and 
cancel your card. 

Detective Chief 
Superintendent Steve 
Head, head of the 
Economic Crime 
Directorate at the City of 
London Police and the 
force investigating the 
frauds, said: 

“The City of London 
Police Economic Crime 
Directorate is working 
closely with Westminster 
Trading Standards Office 


and the Metropolitan 
Police to identify those 
responsible for this 
fraud. 

“We are at an early 
stage, however it is evi¬ 
dent victims have been 
duped by bogus adver¬ 
tisements for reduced 
price goods, placed in 
trusted newspapers and 
national magazines. Our 
advice to people is this: 
only ever part with your 
financial details to a 
known and tmsted com¬ 
pany. 

“Likewise if an 
approach for delivery of 
a parcel is unexpected or 


unsolicited, be wary, 
question the reasons why 
and take time out to con¬ 
sider the validity of the 
request. Trading 
Standards or Consumer 
Direct can offer advice.”

Bristol Zoo.’ 

He also suggests that a 
moving object is better 
depicted moving into the 
picture rather than out of 
it, so put some spare 
space in the picture that 
the object can be heading 
toward. 

Don’t forget to take at 
least one minute more 
video per clip than you 
need. This will give you 
the chance to edit with 
ease and the ability to 
use transitions to go 
from one video clip to 
the next. 

With everything safely 
‘in the can’ as they say in 
the movies, we were 
then told how to upload 
the video to the comput¬ 
er. It’s easy because the 
equipment does all the 
work; you just follow the 


instructions. 

The video must now 
be edited using your 
computer and a simple 
editing program. The job 
of editing is to cut out 
the unwanted parts of the 
video and move smooth¬ 
ly from one section to 
the other without your 
audience noticing. 

This means that your 
edited version is short 
and interesting to your 
intended audience. You 
might, of course, have 
different length versions 
for family and for 
friends. 

The next part con¬ 
cerned transitions: A 
transition is a method of 
moving from one video 
clip to the next as seam¬ 
lessly as possible. 

Different types of 
transitions were 


explained and demon¬ 
strated. These ranged 
from a simple cut where 
a piece of video ends and 
the next one begins to 
the more sophisticated 
cross-fade where as the 
one piece of video fades 
out along with its sound 
track the next fades in. 

Many types were 
shown and demonstrated 
with the advice to choose 
only a few. Use too 
many and you will spoil 
a good video. 

Camcorders record 
sounds, of course, 
including sounds that are 
not wanted. Wind noise 
can be reduced by wrap¬ 
ping the microphone 
with a furry sleeve. 
Directional microphones 
are available that pick up 
sounds only from what 
they are pointed at. 


Music files can be incor¬ 
porated into the video 
and can be faded in or 
out as needed. 

Having filmed your 
holiday; put it onto the 
computer and edited it, 
just what is left? Mike 
gave a brief show of how 
to add titles and credits. 

Finally, bum your pro¬ 
duction to DVD. The 
program helps you here 
in that it guides you into 
making a menu, so when 
you put your DVD in the 
player, a menu allows 
you to select which part 
of the video you want to 
see. 

Your DVD is not just 
a great memory. You can 


feel so proud of your 
efforts that you will want 
to lend it to friends, and 
wait for the comments 
on how much they 
enjoyed your holiday.

Twenty five camera 
clubs from around Wales 
and the west of England 
entered photographs into 


the Barrian Cup compe¬ 
tition and around 90 
people from the clubs 
turned up on the day to 
watch the judging. 

As usual, the standard 
of photography was very 
high, but Neath and 
District Camera Club 
took an early lead, scor¬ 
ing maximum points 
with their first two pic¬ 
tures, ‘Tree Birds’ and 
‘Jenna by the River’. 
Llanelli was not far 
behind, though, their 
first picture, ‘Eirst 
Snow’ scoring maximum 
and their second ‘Old 
Eriends’ just one point 


under maximum. 

After the break, the

In two years since its official 
opening Cowbridge Physic 
Garden goes from strength to 
strength, now attracting more 
than 80,000 visits annually. 

Unique in Wales, the gar¬ 
den gained royal patronage 
last year when the Duchess 
of Cornwall became our 
Patron. 

With the endorsement of 
Visit Wales, Cowbridge's 
Physic Garden is an outstand¬ 
ing example of imaginative 
development fashioned from 
the derelict remains of the 
grammar school's former 
kitchen gardens. 

Organised and managed almost exclusively by volunteers the project depends entirely on 
the goodwill and support of the public of Cowbridge and the wider Vale. 

All the plants in the garden pre-date the year 1800, reflecting the early development of 
medicines, many of which may be seen in the 12 parterres that illustrate how plants were 
first used scientifically to treat ailments affecting all parts of the body. 

Thus the physic garden has a unique and special place not only for the connoisseur but 
also for the amateur including those who take simple pleasure in its calming tranquillity - a 
true jewel in the centre of the town open 364 days per year free of charge, though donations 
toward our upkeep are gratefully received and deeply appreciated.

Nevertheless, the 
classical layout of 
the garden proved to 
be a big success. 

However, it looks 
as if the Physic Trust 
was being unduly 
modest, because the 
garden has turned 
out this year to be a 
riot of colour, and is 
proving to be a real¬ 
ly popular feature in 
the town. 

In fact, more than 
80,000 people visited 
the Physic Garden 
during the year fol¬ 
lowing that official 
opening. 

Trustee Mike 
Meredith said that 
although admission 
to the garden is free, 
they carry out exer¬ 
cises in checking 
numbers attending. 


“We reckon that 
we had at least 
80,000 people from 
last May until now,” 
he said. “And that’s 
a conservative esti¬ 
mate. 

“We are seeing 
large numbers of 
people coming in, 
especially at 
lunchtime when they 
bring their sand¬ 
wiches and just sit 
and enjoy the peace¬ 
ful surroundings. 

“We are also 
attracting people of 
all ages which is 
good. People are say¬ 
ing that the garden is 
the best thing to hap¬ 
pen to Cowbridge 
since the war.” 

The garden is now 
more or less a fin¬ 
ished masterpiece, 
although some fine 
tuning of the plant¬ 


ing is taking place. 

It is maintained by 
a rota of volunteers 
who give up their 
Thursdays to keep 
the garden in tip-top 
condition. 

They are organ¬ 
ised by Jackie 
Thorne, who is a 
paid officer, but the 
funding for this runs 
out in October. The 
garden will be run 
by the Garden 
Group from now on. 

In fact, the project 
has been such a suc¬ 
cess, that the same 
trust is now putting 
together plans to 
make a similar 
transformation of 
the adjoining Old 
Hall Gardens. 

Details of the pro¬ 
posed plans can be 
seen in the foyer of 
Cowbridge Library.

scheme has been run¬ 
ning very successfully. 

“It has increased 
footfall and trade. It 
has grown to a big 
scheme with three 
towns joining in. We 
hope that once it is up 
and running, we will 
also see the benefits 
here”. 

Ms Long said it will 
be up to each shop to 
decide what discount to 
offer: “We cannot have 
a blanket approach as 
businesses are so dif¬ 
ferent. We could have a 
cafe offering something 
off a latte, for example, 
or a clothes shop offer¬ 
ing a discount. 

“It will be up to each 
trader to decide. The 
aim is to encourage 
people to shop in 
Cowbridge and support 
the town.” 

The chamber is also 
considering inviting a 
marketing student to 
help promote the town 
and they are also 
revamping the chamber 
website.

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Flower festival will draw in

one takes this. 

“The money is used to 
buy the flowers needed 
for the display.

She said that church 
members raise money 
for the flower fund 
throughout the year and 
it was intended to ensure 
that people could pro¬ 
vide quality displays and 
give them a helping 
hand with the costs.

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Sunrise Renewables 
say docks are ‘best 
location’ for biomass 
plant in the town 


Sunrise Renewables 
(Barry), which 
wants to build a bio¬ 
mass plant in the 
town, insists that 
the docks area is the 
best possible loca¬ 
tion for such a 
development. 

A Sunrise Renewables 
spokesman told The 
GEM“The location is 
ideally situated to pro¬ 
vide heat and power for 
the remaining 2,000 
homes planned for the 
town’s Waterfront devel¬ 
opment. 

“The infrastructure 
necessary to provide 
these services can be 
installed without any dis¬ 
ruption, and its presence 
will help these homes 
meet the new exacting 
sustainability targets 
demanded for new resi¬ 
dential developments.” 

The spokesman point¬ 
ed out that the plant 
would also provide elec¬ 
tricity for the National 
Grid, other homes in the 
area or the local authority 
if required. 

He went on: “The 
plant’s location is at least 
360 metres away from 
the nearest existing hous¬ 
ing in Dock View Road - 
almost quarter of a mile. 

“There are a number 


of similar developments 
elsewhere in the UK 
including ones at Hull, 
St. Helens, Middleton, 
Caernarfon, 
Wellingborough, and 
Widmerpool where hous¬ 
ing is significantly nearer 
the site. 

“The plant is designed 
to have minimal visual 
intrusion; it will look like 
an industrial building and 
its site is well below the 
line of Dock View Road. 

“Currently, the site is 
classified as being brown 
field, is contaminated 
and has an unsightly 
industrial use.” 

A Vale Council plan¬ 
ning committee was due 
to discuss the issue of the 
plant at a meeting today 
(Thursday, June 18). 

Dr Ian Johnson, the 
Plaid candidate for the 
Vale, said he had written 
to the council to express 
his reservations over the 
proposed plant. 

He said: “The officers 
at the Vale have recom¬ 
mended accepting the 
plans, with 27 conditions 
attached. 

“However, I do not 
believe that these condi¬ 
tions in any way meet the 
very valid concerns of 
local residents about the 
impact of this plant. 

“My letter draws 
attention to 13 different 


issues that have been 
raised either in conversa¬ 
tion with local residents 
or at my public meeting 
with Jill Evans MEP at 
which both local resi¬ 
dents and environmental 
campaigners such as Vale 
Eriends of the Earth 
attended and presented 
their worries about the 
plans put forward.” 

Vale councillor Chris 
Elmore, who is opposed 
to the siting of the plant, 
said: “In the report issued 
by officers at the plan¬ 
ning committee in May, 
it clearly states that the 
‘site is located no greater 
than 250 metres from the 
existing residential prop¬ 
erties on Dock View 
Road which overlook the 
site’. 

“I am out most 
evenings with residents 
who are collecting more 
signatures from house¬ 
holders who have con¬ 
cerns and are opposed to 
the development going 
ahead as it is so close to 
housing. 

He added: “I am also 
concerned that the plant, 
if approved, will have a 
detrimental effect on 
Barry and in bringing 
any future investment in 
the form of retail and 
eateries to the 
Waterfront.”

‘INSPECTORS DTD NOT T.OOK 

AT THE PAST PAPERWORK...’ 

Bridgend Borough Council 
admits to failings after 
report into e-coli outbreak 


THREE more 
environmental 
health inspectors 
are to be 
employed by 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) in the 
wake of the e-coli 
outbreak and 
inquiry. 

The BCBC cabinet 
has accepted a wide- 
ranging report and its 
recommendations, which 
form the council’s 
response to the findings 
of the e-coli inquiry. 

The report, which 
went before cabinet on 
Tuesday, outlined the 
recommendations made 
by the inquiry into food 
inspection procedures, 
and lays out how the 
authority has responded 
to them. 

The inquiry was set 
up to look into the wide¬ 
spread e-coli food poi¬ 
soning that broke out in 
south Wales in 2005, 
and resulted in the death 
of five-year-old Mason 
Jones. 

Contaminated meat 
was served at school 
dinners in a number of 
south Wales schools. 

The report states that 
its purpose is to ensure 
that the authority plays 
its part in ensuring that 
the risk of another such 
outbreak is minimised. 

The report points out 
that the public inquiry 
found that the outbreak 
occurred because of 


the premises of John 
Tudor and Son in 
Bridgend, resulting from 
cross contamination of 
the food poisoning 
organism e-coli 0157 
from raw to cooked 
meat. 

The report states that 
the responsibility to pre¬ 
vent this cross contami¬ 
nation fell on William 
Tudor. 

It goes on: “The 
inquiry found that docu¬ 
mentation in the form or 
records was falsified and 
environmental health 
officers were lied to 
about practices, such as 
the use of vacuum pack¬ 
ing of meat. This ham¬ 
pered the effectiveness 
of inspections. 

“That said, in the 
opinion of the inquiry, 
environmental health 
inspections did not 
assess the effectiveness 
of the business’s man¬ 
agement of food safety 
as well as they could or 
should have done. 

“This was hampered 
by insufficient systems 
for alerting other envi¬ 
ronmental health officers 
to issues or concerns for 
subsequent inspections, 
the deceit of Mr Tudor 
and the failure of pro¬ 
curement (purchasing) 
departments to notify 
environmental health 
officers of the numerous 
food complaints that 
they had received in 
connection with meat 
supplied by John Tudor 
and Son.” 

The report says that 
flaws in the firm’s 
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have been picked up and 
inspections failed “sys¬ 
tematically” to assess 
the accuracy and effec¬ 
tiveness of the underly¬ 
ing documentation. 

The report says that 
the process under which 
meat contracts were 
awarded by the council, 
and in joint contracts 
with other local authori¬ 
ties, was “seriously 
flawed” in relation to 
food safety. The system 
for recording complaints 
was also seriously 
flawed. 

Since the outbreak, 
new procedures to flag 
up concerns at previous 
inspections have been 
introduced. 

Before premises are 
inspected, the paperwork 
relating to the last two 
inspections is now 
checked. 

The report added: 
“While the inquiry 
accepts that inspectors 
were lied to, were not 
supported by the provi¬ 
sion of information 
regarding complaints, 
had taken the lead in 
developing proper pro¬ 
cedures for inspection 
and were praised for the 
work undertaken in out¬ 
break control, it is clear 
there were systematic 
failures overall.” 

The report states that 
there was direct criti- 


which was personal to 
those staff who were not 
alert to warning signs in 
respect of machinery 
and documentation - 
which it is felt they 
should have been. 

The issue of dual use 
of equipment, for both 
cooked and raw meats, 
was considered by the 
inquiry and it came to 
the view that they can¬ 
not be effectively micro- 
biologically cleaned 
between uses. 

But until a blanket 
ban on the dual use of 
such equipment is 
brought in by law, the 
council will not be able 
to enforce this. 

However, officers can 
check the cleaning pro¬ 
cedures and do microbi¬ 
ological testing if neces¬ 
sary. 

New procedures 
where meat is bought by 
education authorities and 
other public bodies are 
being brought in, and 
these include a clear 
complaints recording, 
monitoring, and action 
process. 

The report recom¬ 
mended that inspection 
staff should undergo fur¬ 
ther training and devel¬ 
opment, and this training 
should apply to all staff, 
including managers. 

The council claims 
that there have been sig¬ 
nificant improvements to 
its processes since the 
outbreak. 

Paper-based systems 
have been developed to 
ensure “Red flagging” 
and similar work is 


tronic system. 

The cabinet heard that 
it will cost an extra 
£115,000 a year to 
employ three additional 
inspectors and other 
costs, including training 
and equipment, means 
that a total extra cost of 
£161,776 has to be 
found. 

The cabinet has 
agreed to provide this 
extra money and to 
monitor progress in the 
implementation of these 
recommendations. 

Council leader Mel 
Nott said he wanted the 
scrutiny committee to 
also monitor progress of 
the action plan and make 
recommendations to 
cabinet in respect of fur¬ 
ther requirements from 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government, or other 
regulatory bodies. 

Coun Nott said that it 
was important to 
remember that a child 
lost his life as a result of 
this outbreak, and others 
were, and remain, 
severely affected. 

’’While the inquiry 
placed the blame for this 
outbreak on John Tudor 
& Son, this authority 
was also criticised and 
we made a pledge to the 
public to bring this pub¬ 
lic report to cabinet. 

“I said at the time that 
we owed it to Mason 
Jones to learn lessons 
from this outbreak, and 
to do all we can to 
ensure that this does not 
happen again,” Coun 
Nott concluded.

Bradley Cooper and 
Ed Helms offer more 
than capable support, the 
latter impressive as the 
put-upon man shaking 
off the straitjacket of his 
girlfriend to have fun, 
even if it means losing a 
tooth in the process. 

The former does the 
laconic charm of an 
Owen Wilson effortless¬ 
ly, chalking up another 
good turn for an actor 
due to break out sooner 
rather than later. 

With the likes of 
Heather Graham, Jeffrey 
Tambor and Ken Jeong 
all offering up excellent 
support, the humour 
does sometimes feel a 
touch lowbrow, but it 
certainly doesn’t smack 
of straining for laughs. 

Director Todd 
Phillips, having sat in 
the chair of the likes of 
Old School and other 
comedies of that ilk, is 
perfectly at home here. 
Old School is perhaps 
the best reference point 
here, sharing with The 
Hangover the way males 
behave when in their 
own company, throwing 
off the shackles of adult 
life for another chance 
to revisit their youth. 

The director certainly 
makes the most of the 
comparison, directing 
with the same verve and 
ingenuity that made that 
film so successful - and 
not in the style of his 
most disappointing foray 
behind the camera, 
2006’s School For 
Scoundrels, where he 
tried Xeroxing the more 
grosser elements of his

Bro Morgannwg girls claim fourth title in a row! 


AFTER the disappointment of failing to 
retain their two Middle titles, the pupils 
from Bro Morgannwg bounced back at the 
Cardiff & the Vale Schools junior champi¬ 
onships for pupils in year-8 and year-9.

AM asks: Why do more 
men than women 
pass their driving test? 


PLAID CYMRU 
regional AM Chris 
Franks has asked 
the Driving 

Standards Agency 
to explain why male 
learners have a 
higher pass rate 
than women L-driv- 
ers at almost every 
test centre in Wales, 
including Barry. 

Information supplied 
to the South Wales 
Central AM by the DSA 
reveals the all-Wales pass 
rate for men is 50.52 per 
cent - while it is 47.4 per 


cent among women. The 
pass rate among women 
drivers from the Barry 
Test Centre was 46.1 per 
cent, compared to 51.5 
per cent for men, during 
the year to March 31. 

A total of 1,307 men 
were tested in Barry 
compared to 1,195 
women. 

The average pass rate 
for both men and women 
was 48.9 per cent - 
slightly up on the previ¬ 
ous 12 months. 

Mr Franks has now 
written to DSA chief 
executive Rosemary 
Thew seeking informa¬ 
tion on the discrepancies 


between male and female 
pass rates and between 
different test centres in 
Wales. 

He said: “I was sur¬ 
prised that the pass rate 
for men is higher than for 
women at almost every 
test centre in Wales 
including the Barry cen¬ 
tre, so I’ve written to the 
DSA chief executive for 
an explanation. 

“One of the many rea¬ 
sons could be that the 
vast majority of driving 
examiners in Wales are 
men, but we just don’t 
know, so that’s why I’m 
asking the question”.
